‘The Council has had under discussion 
daring recent months the question as to 
whether the new building should be 
carried out in natural or artificial stone. 
Vide Note in the Gazette of October 
22. For the present it has been decided 
to ase nataral stone for the plinth course 
only, at a cost of Tis. 15,000, and to 
allow the larger question involving a 
total expenditare of Tis, 260,000 to 
stand over until after the forthcoming. 
Meeting of Ratepayers. The following 
report by the Municipal Engineer sets 
out the position with regard to the cost 
of the building as a whole:—

The following notes are written with 
the view of placing the past history of 
the subject before the Council in a 
concise form. I will deal with such 
references as I have been able to find in 
chronological order. 

Reference: Report of Municipal 
Buildings Committee, February 
1913, page 4. 

The Municipal Buildings Committee 
recommended that the buildings be 
constructed in reinforced concrete. 

I think the members of the Special 
Committee will agree that the word 
“constructed” was used advisedly with 
the idea of providing an up-to-date 
fire-resisting building as in contra- 
distinction to one containing wooden 
floors, etc.

The estimate of Tis. 750,000 (1) 
for Design III (2) was drawn up 
before any detailed plans had been 
prepared. The only j Ian in existence 
at that time was a block jlan drawn 
to a scale of 50 feet 1 ch 
published with the Municipal Build- 
ings Committee Report. 

It will, I think, be readily understood 
that. any estimate in such early stages 
would of necessity be very rough one. 
That this was so may be gathered from 
the original peneil notes of the calcula- 
tions which are as follows

In the discussion which took place at 

the Ratepayers’ Meeting on March 
19, 1913, the then Chairman of the 
Council —Mr. Burkill — alluding to this 
estimate, said :— 

“ What is before the Ratepayers is 
the purchase of this Cadastral Lot 
17!, and I distinctly stated that no 
building scheme was contemplated 
mhich wonld exceed what is laid down, 
Tis. 750,000." 

‘The Chairman's reniark quoted above 
was, of course, made at @ moment's 
notice and as I have already pointed 
‘out, the estimate to which he referred 
was based on a prelimivary and incom- 
1 leve sketch.

‘The instructions at that time were 
that “tthe Central Police Station, 
Central Fire Station and the Heal h 
Office are permanent modera buildings 


which will form part of the whole 
scheme.”

Dealing with this question at the Rate- 
syers’ Meeting, Mr. Burkill said: — 

“ Only yesterday afternoon (March 

18, 1913) a report was presented to 
the Council by our new Chief Officer 
of the Fire Brigade, who, noticing 
that it was intended that the Fire 
Station should remain in the Honan 
Road. pointed out that Derigns 1 
and 2 will not allow modern fire 
appliances to come oat of the Station 
and tura quickly in the narrow space 
of 40 feet which is provided. I very 
much regret that the Buildinse 
Committee had not the opportunity 
of consulting Mr. Pett when they 
were deliberating on the requirements 
of each Department. For, as you 
see, the schedule takes no account of 
Fire Brigade requirements, because! 
we were under the impression that 
the Central Fire Station, « compara- 
tively new building, would suffice for 
the present. The growing number 
of high buildings in Shanghai 
necessarily means more powerful and 
bigger fire ap; liances, and the Budget 
which I shall introduce to you later 
makes some provision in this direction, 
but from what I can see there is little 
doubt that farther such demands will 
be made on the public parse in the 
near fatare.”” 

After the Ratepayers’ Meeting of 
March 19, 1913, the views of the Chief 
Officer of ‘the Fire Brigade were taken 
and after going into the question of the| 
status of the Fire Station and Health 
Office Buildings, the Chief Architectural 
Assistant reported as follows :—

Building uecessitates the inclusion in 
the new buildings of the entire 
Health Offices and quarters and there 
can be no doubt that by 60 doi

Fire Station occupies the same position 

as at present, bat of course, set back 

to the new building line.” 

‘This necessitated making provision for 
the whole of the Health Department's 
accommodation in the new building, and 
it was decided that—

The inclusion of this accommo- 


























dation added Tis. 50,000 to the 
estimated cost of the building thus) 
increasing it from Tls. 750,000 to 
‘Tis, 800,000. 


About this time the sketch designs 
had been prepared more or less in detail 

included a “Tower,” which was not 
anticipated in the sketch plans of 1912 
(see abore). In September the Coun- 
cil directed that the Chief Architectural 
Assistant should proceed to London to 
place the designs before Mr. Reginald 
Blomfield, President of the Royal In-| 
stitute of Architects. 

‘This was done with the result that 
the Chief Architectural Assistant re- 
turned to Shanghai in December, bring- 
19g Mr. Blomfield's report which referred 
to his having prepared an alternative 
elevation. The report said:—

Commenting on Mr. Blomfield’s re- 
port the Chief Architectural Assistant 
said :

“Mr. Blomfield emphasies the! 
desirability of carrying out the whole 
work in granite and he states that 
his suggested treatment is bared on 
the assumption that granite will be 
used, I felt, however, that the extra 
cost and delay in execation would be 
prohibitive and therefore hie simplified 
treatment of detail was not expressed 
in the perspective.” 

It was at this point that the discus- 
sion a8 to adopti of “Granite” or! 
“ Artificial Stone” commenced, and 
hen the matter was before the Works 
Committee on January 12, 1914, 
I distinctly remember that the feeling 
of the meeting was, generally speaking, 
averee to adoptiog Mr. Blomfield’s sug- 
zestions, ‘The minute read 
Reference: Minute of Works Cammittce 

Meeting held on Monday, 
January 12, 19t4. 
“The Committee carefully com- 
paring the original drawing, Mr. 

Blomfield’s suggested modifications, 

and the perspective, goes exhaustively 

through the points raised, confirming 
generally the action which Mr. Tarner 
has taken as regards the adoption of 

Mr, Blomfield’s suggestions.”

A lettar was subsequently sent to 

Mr. Blomfield containing the following 

‘As regards construction in granite 
in preference to artificial stone, the 
question resolves itself practically 
into one of cost, and, inasmuch as 
granite is obtainable locally only at 
higher cost by 80 yer cent., it is 
improbable that it will be adopted. 

Farther than this, the experience of 

local architects as regards artificial 

stone is in the main satisfactory.” 

Reference ; Minute of Works Committee 

Meeting, January 12, 1974. 

If I remember rightly it was at this, 
Meeting that I was asked what would 

the extra cost of granite facing. I 
gave an unconsidered opinion of 80 
per cent.—a fairly accurate estimate 
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onder normal conditions, It appears, 
however, that the Committee con- 
sidered that this increase referred to 
the whole structure and not only to the 
“facing.” ‘This misunderstanding was 
unfortunate because I think it should 
have been clear that the adoption of 
granite for facing (and that was all that 
was under consideration) could not 
possibly affect portions of the building 
where granite could not be used. 

This misunderstanding probably arose 
throazh my speaking in what we may 
call “quantity surveyor’s” terms, where 
the technical expression “extra only on 
+++++:80 and so," means the increased 
cost on certain items only. To ive 
case in point. A building owner 
enquires what would be the extra 
cost of providing marble instead of 
wooden staircases. The reply would 
de...sessosPer cent, but that percentage 
would not refer to the cost of the whole 
building, 

‘That such an important misunder- 
standing had arisen is evidenced by the 
Works Committee Minute of March 
30, 1914, which say 
Reference: Minute ag Works Committee 

Meeting held on March 30, 1914. 

“A report by the Engineer is sub- 
mitted, estimating the cost of the 
projected Iuildings at Tls. 8 lakbs if 

carried out in artifical stone, or Tls. 1 

million if in granite, while the esti- 

mated time of completion is respec- 
tively 2) and 3 years, The excess, 

Tis, 2 lakhs, includes all costs in extra 

rents due to the longer period, and is 

far less than the Committee antici- 
pated, the members having been under 
the mistaken impression that granite 
would cost 80 per cent. more than 
artificial stone. ‘The Engineer states 
that there will be difficulty in obtain- 
ing sufficient granite either from 
Soochow «r Kiaochow uniform in 
colour. The members are of opinion 
that, inasmuch as granite will give the 
whole building @ much improved 
appearance and will enable the detail 
of the design to be considerably sim- 
plified, the point is one calling for 
further consideration and the En- 
gincer is directed to make further 
enquiries on the subject of granite 
and to report more fully in re. 

From this Minute it would apy ear 
that at this time the Works Committee 
though not willing to go to an increase 
‘of 80 per cent. (as they understood it 
Tis. 640,000)—would have been willing 
to recommend the Council to authorise 
something much less—say Tls. 200 000. 

The matter lay dormant for some 
time and it was assumed that the use of 
granite had been disposed of. 

Under the head of “ Buildings ’* the 
Engineer's Annual Report for 1913 
(issued in March 1914) contains the 
following passage :—

Engineer's Report for 
January. 


Roads.—The ballasting and metalling 
of the mud tracks is being carried ont | 
in Markham Road and Manila Road, 
the adjoining properties in each of these’ 
roads having become sufficiently devel- 
oped to warrant such work. 

Tungchow Road is also being made 
up for the section which adjuins the! 
Municipal Worksho}s. 

The ballasting and metalling of the 
12ft. strip in Edinburgh Boad has been 
completed for the section between 
Siccawei Road and Great Western Roud. 

The existing side ditches of various 
roads in the Western Dist 
filled in, that in Hart Road bi 
been done and the work on the one in 
Great Westera Road being in hand. A 
considerably widened footpath will be 
one of the advantages thereby gained. 

Drainage. — The laying of the culvert, 
in Defence Creek is completed to about 
midway between Hankow Road and 
Foochow Road. The excavations aud 
laying of the foundations are completed 
as far as Cemetery Road Bridge, and 
the creek is daromed up for its entire 
remaining length, the dum being now 
placed at the junction with the Yang- 
kingpang. The laying of the tubes 
was post) oned towards the end of the 
month owing to the ontpnt from 
the Concreteware Depét having been 
reduced on account of the severe frost 
experienced during the month. 

Buildings.—Notwithstanding some 
days’ delay on account of the severe frost 
work on the new Central Offices has 
progressed rapidly during the month 
The foundations apart from those of 
the Tower and Drill Hall, are now 
complete, and the brick walls have been 
bailt up to ground level. ‘The somewbat 
claborate reinforcements for the Tower 
foundations are being proceeded with 
and the arpsratus for driving the piles 
for the foundations of the Drill Hall is 
in position. 

The work at the Nich Chib-kwei 
Public School for Chinese is proceeding 
satisfactorily, and the walls are up to 
the level of the first floor joists. 

The foundations of the new Thomas’ 
Henbury School for Boys are complete 
and the brickwork has been commenced. 

The Tonquin Road Electricity Sub- 
station is com, leted. 

The reinforced concrete work on the 
Hose-drying Tower at the Sinza Fire 
station was somewhat delayed by the 
frost, but the structare is now practical- 























yyshed at the Ellis Kadoorie
